subject of suicide herein New York, both 
as regards tho point upon which wo were 
talking and other uartic-ularn. 1 found that 
tlio puople who committed suicide, so far as 
nationality was concerned, wore mostly 
Gormaiut. This is but natural, considering 
tho intensely emotional character of tho 
German people. .Classed by occupations, 
clerks aro tho most suicidal set of people, 
and the rcanon for this fact Is not vory far 
off, cither. The yo-jujr men nro KtruRgh'nr; 
lor situation and support, and they aro ex- 
posed, as arc hardly any other class of peo- 
ple, to tho pitfalls of tho great city. Tho 
tcmplations ot vice conic to them with groat 
force, uiu'l whcu thej' havo once yielded and 
become entangled suicide is often the next 
thin;; thought of.

Women al- 
most alv/ays poison themselves, uneducated

ws'Ji \\ liii.'h Paris green is used is due sim- 
ply to iho easiness with which it can bo ob- 
ta'iieu. The laws governing tho sale of tho

*ui Lni:don hanging? is the popular form 


ot" suiiiido, thcn^ii voluntary starvation 
used to be. In Franco people drown them- 
selver. orcie from suffocation by inhaling 
charcc.il IV.mes. It Is a singular fact that 
nf the people who shoot, themselves seventy- 
live pei' cent, shoot themselves in the mouth. 
At leiist tiiis was the naso at tho time I 
gatlici'cJ fasts about the matter. Suiciding 
bv jum'iin;,' from a groat height is a horri- 
ble way el' killing one's self, but it is often 
done. And 1 i:n inclined to think that many 
case:. "F this character which are set down 
iuiM;ch arc not intentional suicides, but in- 
stance.-, in which Iho mor'oid tendency which 
nearly every one feels when at a great 
height to throw uae's self down, has over- 
powciul l In.-will ami the brain. I myself 
oiK'O !i:'.d a terrible experience or this char- 
acter wltcn afieer.ding1 tho mountain Corco- 
vnd:>. in Uio harbor of Rio Janeiro. It was 
with ilillk-lilty thai I overcame a fearful 
restlessness ami impulse to throw myself 
lioivii !'ito the blue sea, two thousand foot 
below me. A fellow physician once told 
me thai ho had a patient who never dared 
to sloop mi the third and fourth floor of a 
house because of his fonr of yielding to an 
ii'rasiatible ImpulRO to throw himself out ol 
Iho window.

claimed as its own. 
" Villanouvo, from whom wo get a largo 


share of our information in this particular," 
said tho physician,." tells U3_that_durio£.tho 


sovCri years iu wTflcb. ue gayierea sransircs 
In France, in tho spring there were DOT sui- 
cides; in the summer, 033; ia tho autumn, 
027, 
and in tho winter, (MS. Villaneuve also 


declared that in London, Hamburg, Copen- 
hagen and Rouen, the maximum number ol 
suicides occured in July, and the mioitruni 
number in October and November. It haa 
been proven, I believe, that on tho continent 
of Europe suicido diminishes with tho (atti- 
tude, tho Danes committing suicido tho 
most and tho Portugese the least. Tho 
difference between tho prevalence of suicido 
in Denmark mid Portugal is as 85 to 1. 


"People should always kill themselves 


more, in largo towns than in the country, 
bocauaa in the former places the great) 
causes of suicide, poverty and vice, aro 
most abundant. 
Suicides take place, too, 


far more among civilized than arnon»; bar- 
barous people ; among people instructed and 
well read moro than among the ignorant. 
Intelligence raises tho aspirations ot men, 
nnd when thcso aspirations are crushed by 
tbe great movements of our complex civili- 
ration suicide follows naturally. Quetclet, 
the greatest statistician that ever lived, 
proved that wherever crimes against tho 
person aro rife and ratio of suicide is com- 
paratively small, but that where crimes 
against popcrty were abundant tho ratio of 
suicide was mutf'. higher. These arc singu- 
lar facts, too, that so few suicides talco 
place in the night time, that three times as 
many men commit suidido as women, and 
that tho favorite age at which people kill 
themselves is in middle life." 


Tho theory of tho learned doctors received 


strong confirmation Siy data furnished tho 
reporter by Dr. John T. Nagle, the City's 
llegistrar of Vital Statistics. 
Dr. Naslo 


told tho reporter that while In this city, 
Germans committed suicide far moro than 
ony other raeo of people, the Irish com- 
mitted suicide far less. 


"I believe," said tho doctor, "that tem- 


perament and tho national characteristics 
and peculiarities of people havo a good doal 
moro to do with suicido than religion or tho 
weather, that is speaking absolutely. It is 
said that Germans kill themselves here out 
3f homesickness, but there are as many Irish 
people here as German. 


"Now, 203 people killed themselves hero 


last year, and of those 114 were Germans. 
Tho number of suicides, by months wus as 
follows: Jatmarj', 10; February, 1G; March, 
E2; April, 16; May, 2-1; June, 15; July, 29; 
August, 2,'i; September, 1!); October, 20; 
November, 21 ; December, IS. So you sco 
the greatest, number of suicides were In 
May, 
July and August, in the hot, "muggy," 


months. O:' tlio 2i" suicides 1S2 wore men 
»nd 03 wcro women. Ouly ouo of these 235 
was a colored person. It is an exceedingly 
ruro thing for « colored person to commit 
suicide. In 1831 1 made a comparison of the 
Buicldal statistics for the past oloven years, 
and discovered the almost incredible fact 
that of 1,521 deaths by suicido in this city 
only three of the number wero among tho 
colored population. 
Tho statistics 
for 


Lheso eleven years showed a state of things 
precisely similar to that of last year. Six 
hundred and twenty-six out of tue 1,521 
suicides wore Gormahs. More suicides wero 
committed in thp hot months tha:i in the 
cold ; 5fJ5 people of the 1,531 took poison, and 
over 200 of tho 503 took arsenic in tho form 
af Paris ;freen. After poisoning, shooting 
and hanging were tho favorite moans of' 
self -murder.

womon held curiously tho same— 1,193 men 
to 323 women. 


" At tho sarr.o time that I dug out ihcso. 


oloven-ycar statistics 1 sent inquiries to 
cities all over tho world asking for statistics 
of suicide in tho past year— 1SSO. Hero is a1 
statement which shows the suicide rate per 
100,000 inhabitants in somo of the prominent 
cities, I don't think New York fares very 
badly." 


Dr. Naglo handed the reporter the state-

" The city which had l>y far the frreatest 


rate of suicide," continued 1>. Nagle, "was 
Gera, in Germany, which presented tho 
enormous rato of fclu! per. 100,000 inhab- 
itants, or pretty nearly ono man in a thou- 
sand. J received no information toaccount 
for this. Neither do 1 understand why the 
rate ot suicide in Sa:i Krancisco, in our 
country, is so lar£c. Tho low rate in Scot- 
lard is remarkable. 


"Writers have claimed tha'.. there have 


been epidemics of suicide in foreign coun- 
tries, but 1 have never been able to find 
any trace- of such a thin;: in this city. A 
tablo of tho proportion of 
the suicidal 


deaths to the total population of tha city 
sinco 1SO-1 shows that the rate rises or Tails 
year by year in accordance with laws, 
which wo do not yet understand. 
The 


highest rate of suicide we have ever had 
was in lS0:"i, when there was 1 suicide to 
every 3,017 inhabitants. This rate gradual- 
ly lowered until 1S12, when there was ! 
suicide in every 'JO,30T inhabitants. The 
very next year canio a fearful drop to 1 
suicide in every 0,507 of tho population. 
Tho lowest proportionate number of KUi- 
cklos was in l^G-l. when thcro was 1 suioldo 
to £i,lHT people. 
In ISM, right after tho 


great financial panic, ttio suicides wero 
more In number than at any tiino for forty 
years — 1. in every "i,}:!) people.

Philadelphia Ucconl, it is nu romance. The 
voyago from the llivcr Plata to Philadelphia 
was ono long fight with myriads of loath- 
some insects, swarming up through tie 
hatches from tho cargo of bones below, 
moro dreadful than a continuous tempest 
and more irrepressible llian hunger or. aa 
unprovisioned raft. 


Barrels of '.he pestiferous bugs were 


scooped from tho vessel's port, and Itto 
painful nature of the ordeal through which 
crow and officers Had passed on tho voyage 
'was shown in their drawn countenances 
and discolored sicic. A hall bushel of small 
crawling things, with dirty brown backs 
nnd a wormy squirm, crawled about tho 
niter part ol'Uio deck as tho mate told tho 
painful story of the voyago anil pointed them 
out, as iho living evidence of his narrative.
